The 
Spaniards brought ii (o the jriv.tlest de- 
gree of ellieieiii-v. but the I-'renrh ami 
Knglisli also mado very line cro.ss bows. 
The storks of sonic cros.-.-bows are 
straight, others tire crooked, somewhat 
alleAlie shape of the shirk of a <r,im. 
A great many of these weapons had 
wooden bows'which were made of yew- 
wooJ, lint more had steel lathes.

There are 


breast-plates and helmets of steel, pre- 
served among the British antiqukio.s, 
which have been pierced'by quarrels. 
I have read in old books, written in 
French and Spanish, all about how 
these terrible weapons were made :iml 
used.

a French cross-bow.

Tlie manner of hunting deer in tiiose 


days was to stnud in a spot whence you 
cuiilil see ill all directions through the 
forest, while, a. number of expert woods- 
men drove the game near lo'you as you 
held your arbalist ready to shoot. If you 
shot at a running deer you hail to aim 
far ahead of it in order to hit il. 


Hare or rabbit shooting was great 


sport for the cross-bowmen.

A KOVEL CAXNOS-BAI.L SAFE IS : 


OF THE DECATUB NATIONAL BANK. 


Yesterday the new burglar-proof safe 


purchased by the Docatur National Bank 
folks, arrived and was placed iu tho new 
quarters of the bank in the John Ullrich 
bnildiiisr. It was hauled from the depot 
by Mr. George Hunsley aud placed iu po- 
sition in tho vault under the direction of 
Mr. E. AY. Xeff, representing the Corliss 
Safe Mfg. Co., of Providence, Rhode Is- 
land. This safe is the invention of the 
celebrated AVilliam Corliss, the builder of 
the famous Corliss engine of the Centen- 
nial exposition. At one time be was di- 
rector of a prominent bank iu Providence 
nnd being it scientific machinist and in- 
ventor, he was called upon to investigate 
the safe question, with a view of produc- 
ing a safe that would defy the attacks of 
the most expert burglars. After spending 
several years and 8200,000 in the enter 


rise, he finally brought to perfection the 
vie of safe now located iu the National 
fink. In appearance, when closed, it re- 
•mbles an immense cannon ball of abou! 
ve feet in diameter. The safe is a spher- 
al shell revolving within another shell 
nd is composed of a single piece of met- 


I. The outer shell or case is of meta' 
ast in one piece, in iron ""hills," bein* 
•voral inches thick, and imbedded iu 
lis metal is a network or basket framt 
f round iron rods an inch aud a quar 
er thick. There are no plates, bolts, riv 
ts or screws, as there are iu other safes 
ud which can be easily manipulated b; 
lie expert burglar. The metal is of a pe 
nlinr composition aud cannot be nl!eetc. 
iy any heat that can be applied to it by 
lie burglar. The best hand-drill would 
iardl.v scratch the metal, and evon if the 
mrglar should made a hole in it, he 
vonld find a basket work of iron rods yet 
o go through, and then he would yet 
lave the safe itself to contend with. '1 bat 
my burglar can blow or break this safe 
'mm Saturday night to Monday morning 
s an impossibility. To blow it would 
require a pressure of 22T>,(XK),000 pounds, 
which would destroy Ihn building audits 
surroundings. There are no joints into 
which explosives can be introduced. 
There are no hinges to be forced otr. The 
interior shell, which is the safe, revolves 
laterally, and is closed by turning it un- 
til the icar portion is brought to the front. 
It has lockn, but no bolls. Tho manufac- 
turing company give a written guaranty 
that this safe will withstand all burglar- 
ious assaults for oo hours, which covers 
tho period from Saturday night to Mon- 
day morning. 


The door or opening of the s;.fo is an 


ingenious contrivance. It is fastened by 
means of cranks or levers and a band. 
The turning of a combination lock breaks 
all connections with the levers. The 
manner of opening the safe is only known 
to the one holding the key. This safe is 
secured by two of Sargent's tirst-class au- 
tomatic combination locks, HO arranged 
that if one, becomes out of gear or the 
combination lost, flic safe can be opened 
through the other lock. Further security 
is afforded by one of Sargent's celebrated 
time locks.

Blackberries can bo set out in the fall 


as well as in the spring, but always 
when in a dormant state. Nearly all 
lute plant ins in the spring are failurcb. 
Uul if late planting is unavoidable, thi) 
set, must be shaded and kept contimi- 
mi-dv moist until all danger of wilting 
and'shriveling is over. They do beht 
on lii'ht soils and in sunny exposures. 
With partial shade on moist, heavy 
land, the canes are apt to grow too late, 
•mil the heiny frosts lind them uu- 
riponod and unable to endure tho win- 
ter 
Warm, well drained, but not dry, 


compost soil is the best. On dry, hard 
soil the fruit often either perishes bc- 
lore maturity, or is only a bunch uf 
tasteless seeds. In the preparation of 
the soil, plow deep, thoroughly loosen- 
ino- if possible, the subsoil. If an QV 
po'rtiinity is given, the roots of Uio 
blackberry are groat foragers. 
It de- 


mands mellowness rather than richness. 
With the latter it grows too rank. 


In Held culture Ihe rows of blackber- 


ries should be from six to eight feet 
apart and the plants set three feet apart 
in rows. It will take about 1,800 plants 
for an afro, 
ll is best to give the canes 


support. This can be done by posts 
and fence wire, and grown in a continu-' 
ous bushy row. In May and June the 
roots send up vigorous sprouts, which 
o-row with amazing rapidity, attaining 
From live to ten feet high. The black- 
berry requires, and will amply repay for 
management ami culture, both of win 'h 
it needs. It' the canes are allowed to 
grow tall, and then out off with sheave, 
they have few, if any lateral branch s 
and produce meagre crops. 
The be .1 


way is, when in rapid growth and about 
three or four feet high, pinch off with 
tbe lingers the terminal bud. 
1 heu 


lateral branches will start out. Ihey, 
too, must be watched and pinched so 
soon as long enough. In this way pood, 
safe, stocky oanes can be had which w.ll 
support themselves in winds and storms. 
Blackberries sprout, but those which 
come up between the rows can be re- 
moved if taken in time, as easily as 
weeds. But if left to their wild im- 
pulses the farmer or gardener will aoon 
find a bramble wilderness in the midst 
of his premises, which will require 
strength and patience. They can be- 
come verv eiuily a very unruly and 
dis- 


agreeable tenant. With care and watch- 
fulness they ape a source of pleasure and 
profit.—fouia State. Register.
